LOSS OF THE “LOCTA.”’ 


Ou Monday, July 18th, the ‘crew of the Nor- 
wepian 8.8, Solreiy were paid off at Nagasaki, 
owing to some trouble with the cuptasn, ‘ond 
wore subsequently shipped to Shanghai.

Her last foyage 
was from Shanghai to Newchwang with a 
general cargo. On September 9th the vessel 
was becalmed when about twenty miles from 
Port Arthur, and in the nsual course of ships 
ound from and te Newchwang. In the morn- 
ing sho was. hailed by a Japanese destroyer, 
Pelonging to tho blockading: squadron, and made 
satisfactory replies to the questions put by the 
Japanese. In the afternoon another .destroyer 
hailed hor and warned tho captain of the possible 
dunger to the vessel through drifting within 
renye of the Russian batteries. ‘Towards night- 
fall. third Japanese destroyer repeated the 
warning. Owing to the absence of wind the cap- 
tain was unable to pursue his journey and tho 
crew retiroil to vost. as usual. During the night 
the sailor wes awakened by a rash of water in 
the cabin, fallowed by an explosion, which blew 
the ship to pieces.

A North Chinchou despatch states that on 
the night of the 17th instant » large. body of 
Hunghuteo, under tho leadership of tho redoubt- 
able chiefs Feng Ling-k6 and Tu Li-sban, sud- 
donly surrounded und surprised .» camp of 
Government troops at a placo called Niulo, west: 
of Hsinmintun, The camp held’a battalion of } - mee 
infantry under the command of Major Jén 
Chaowu, who with only fifty of his mon 
finally. succeeded. in -breuking through the 
TIunghutse, leaving everything inside to the 
mercy of the attackers. Of the soldiors in the 
camp nearly sixty were killed, while three | 
hundred surrendered and, asked to be allowed to 
join the ranks of the Hunglrutso, which was 
accorded by the two chiefs. Tho couquorors 
carried off 360 Mauser magazino rifles and some 
25,000 cartridges, bosides the regimental chost 
and o large quantity of food supplies, The 
yeasou given for the ease with which the Hung- 
hutse attained “their object is that the raidet 
camp.was situated. in a very lonely place and 
many miles distant from any neighbouring camp. 
Tho General Commanding the Hsiumintfu dis- 
triet has asked for strong reinforcements from 
both Viceroy Yuan Shih-kai and General Ma 
Yu-k'un, declaring that the slender forces under 
his command ure quite inadoquate either to 
keop order or defend themselves against the 
well-armed and superior number of the Hung- 
hutse.—N.-C, Daily News.

“When 
the fight was prososding, you knew probably 
more than we did. of who was who and what 
easusltiag befoll gach side, But you didn't have 
the interest of sitting on the city wall and 
watching the movements of the panorama, 
Had it not beon for night attacks, and for 
the. pity of the poor wounded, -aspeci- 
children > smashed . by 
sprays of cronad shrapnel bullets, we should 
have enjoyed the spectacle to the full. But tho 
biaedy work in the tranches of «ourso was 
hidden from us. .Aud when it war revealod it 
made one's soul riso up in protest against {he 
crime of war. One hundred were killed and 


sholls-and bullets, wo shells fell iu’ our com- 
pound, one of which burst but injured no ona.

service es visual, ‘The services were punctuated 
with the booming of guns, but neither we nor 
the andionce gcented ‘to notivo them inch, 
although they wero much moarer than 
before. On the 29th we wera wakened 
by heavy firing from the ‘routh and east, 
mostly from Russian batteries about seven 
miles from the city ; nt io. the afternoon the 
white puffs of Japanese shrapnel could be sean 
bursting on some of the hills, On the 30th, 
the whole doy was a tornaio of artillery. It 
began at dawn ond thundored till dark without 
cessation. We could s.e the Japanese shrap- 
nel bursting over the Russian batteries which 
Arshed and thundered in raply. - 

On_the 31st, the whole foreneon was quiet’. 
and the point of intere-f changed from south- 
oust to south-west, so we crossed the city and 
sat on the west wall overlooking the Russian 
sottloment, In the afternoon the attack became 
more vigorous, and at six o'clock it became 
terrific, concentrating over the Shou Shan 
which was wreathed in shell smoke. It diai 
away after. an hour or so, but-was renewed with 
a sudden burat about J1 pan. 

let September. There wasa great lull, which 
seomed. to betoken a Jupanese repulse, but soon 
appeared to be the Riassian retreut. 2¢ was por- 
fectly orderly and came off with bands playing { 
through tho city, By the afternoon shells were 
coming smack into the station, and tha Russians 
were holding their inner positions.
